“GAME  ACT.” 

TTIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  68  of  the  “Game 
Act,”  chapter  108  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1936,”  regulations,  to  be 
known  as  “  Regulations  covering  the  Sale  of 
Sport  or  Game  Fish  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,”  be  made  as  follows: — 

Regulations  covering  the  Sale  of  Sport  or 
Game  Fish  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations, 
“  sport  or  game  fish  ”  shall  mean  and  include 
cut-throat,  rainbow,  and  steelhead  trout,  in¬ 
cluding  all  varieties;  the  European  or  brown 
trout,  and  the  Atlantic  salmon;  the  three 
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species  of  char,  the  Dolly  Varden,  the  Eastern 
brook  trout  and  the  lake  or  grey  trout;  Rocky 
Mountain  whitefish;  and  large-  and  small¬ 
mouthed  black  bass. 

2.  The  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall 
apply  only  to  sport  or  game  fish  caught  by 
means  of  angling  in  the  non-tidal  waters  of  the 
Province,  situate  and  lying  to  the  south  of  the 
52nd  parallel  of  north  latitude. 

3.  “Angling  ”  shall  include  trolling  and  shall 
mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  or 
hook  and  line  and  rod. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm, 
or  corporation  to  buy,  attempt  to  buy,  or  to 
have  in  his  or  their  possession  for  sale  or  with 
intent  to  sell,  or  to  expose  or  offer  for  sale, 
or  sell  to  any  person,  or  to  ship  or  cause  to  be 
shipped,  or  have  in  possession  with  intent  to 
ship  within  the  Province  for  sale,  any  sport 
or  game  fish  or  parts  thereof  which  have  been 
taken  by  angling  in  the  waters  to  which  these 
regulations  apply. 

5.  These  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  the 
sale  of  sport  or  game  fish  bred  or  reared  by 
private  enterprise  for  commercial  purposes; 
provided  a  permit  for  the  breeding  or  rearing 
of  sport  or  game  fish  has  first  been  obtained 
from  the  Attorney-General.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
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object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

Regulation  No.  29. 

BE  IT  KNOWN  that  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  has  made  the  following  regula¬ 
tion  : — 

Mercantile  Industry. 

Persons  employed  in  the  mercantile  industry, 
which  includes  all  establishments  operated  for 
the  purpose  of  wholesale  and  (or)  retail  trade 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  with  the 
exception  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  the  City  of 
North  Vancouver,  Municipality  of  the  District 
of  West  Vancouver,  the  Municipality  of  the 
District  of  Burnaby,  the  City  of  Victoria,  the 
Municipality  of  the  Township  of  Esquimalt, 
the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Oak  Bay, 
and  the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Saanich, 
may  work  three  (3)  hours  per  day  in  excess 
of  the  limit  prescribed  by  section  3  of  the  said 
Act,  on  Saturday  of  each  week  and  on  the  day 
preceding  a  statutory  holiday,  when  such  statu¬ 
tory  holiday  occurs  on  a  Saturday,  but  the 
total  hours  worked  in  any  one  week  shall  not 
exceed  forty-eight  (48).

Order  No.  52e. 


Order  relating  to  Resort  Hotels. 
mHE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have  interpretation, 
the  following  meanings,  respectively : — 

(a.)  “  Resort  hotel  ”  means  any  establishment  in  unorganized  territory 
wherein  meals  or  lodging  are  furnished  to  the  general  public,  for 
which  a  charge  is  made: 

( b .)  “Alternative  arrangement”  means  an  arrangement  whereby  the 
employer  employs  his  employee  continuously  from  month  to  month, 
pays  the  employee  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  per 
month,  and  furnishes  the  employee  with  board  and  lodging  for  the 
month,  and  the  employee  partakes  of  the  meals  and  uses  the  accom¬ 
modation  furnished  by  her  employer  as  lodging. 

2.  That  no  employee  in  a  resort  hotel  shall  work  or  be  on  duty  for  more  Hours  of  work, 
than  ten  (10)  hours  in  any  one  day,  nor  for  more  than  fifty-four  (54)  hours 

in  any  one  week. 

3.  That  every  employee  in  resort  hotels  who  is  employed  for  a  greater  Overtime  payment, 
number  of  hours  than  forty-eight  (48)  in  any  one  week  shall  be  paid  for  the 

time  in  excess  of  forty-eight  (48)  hours  in  any  one  week  at  the  rate  of  not 
less  than  one  and  one-half  times  her  regular  rate  of  pay. 

4.  That  every  employee  in  resort  hotels  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of  Rest  period, 
twenty-four  (24)  consecutive  hours  in  each  calendar  week,  of  which  she 

shall  be  duly  notified  by  her  employer.  In  exceptional  cases  where  it  is 
recognized  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  unsuitable,  and  when  the 
employers  and  employees  concerned  make  application  in  writing  that  a 
different  arrangement  respecting  a  rest  period  in  respect  of  such  employers 
and  employees  be  approved  by  the  Board,  the  Board  may  approve  of  such 
arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrangement  so  approved  shall  be  applicable 
to  the  said  employers  and  employees  in  lieu  of  this  section. 

5.  That  sections  6,  7,  8,  and  11  of  Order  No.  52  of  the  Board,  dated  the 
8th  day  of  February,  1938,  shall  not  apply  to  employees  in  resort  hotels. 

6.  That  employers  and  employees  in  resort  hotels  may  make  application  Alternative 
in  writing  to  the  Board  respecting  the  approval  of  an  alternative  arrange-  arrangement, 
ment,  and  where  the  alternative  arrangement  conforms  to  the  conditions 

set  out  in  section  1  ( b )  of  this  Order,  the  Board  may  approve  of  such 
alternative  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  alternative  arrangement  so 
approved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said  employers  and  employees,  and  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  sections  3,  4,  5,  and  9  of  said  Order  No.  52  of  the  Board. 

7.  That  said  Order  No.  52  of  the  Board  is  hereby  varied  accordingly.  Order  No.  52  varied. 

8.  That  this  Order  shall  become  effective  on  the  9th  day  of  November,  Order  effective 

1939,  and  remain  in  force  until  and  including  the  12th  day  of  June,  1940.  November  9th  to 

June  12th.
